K-l reduce into one Act of Parliament, certain Provisions contained 
in several Acts in force in Ireland, relating to the forming and repairing of 
Public Roads, and to the making of Presentments by Grand Juries of the 
Sums required, as well for those purposes as for public Buildings and other 
public Purposes, and the levying such Sums on the several Counties and 
Baronies, Counties of Cities, and Counties of Towns in Ireland^

EiLcepiioii, and determine : Save and except so far as the said recited Acts, or any of 7 

them, repeal any Act or Acts in force at the time of the passing of the said 
Acts respectively ; and save and except so far as the said Acts, or any of 
them, or any part thereof, relate to any sum or sums of money for w hich 
Presentments shall have been made under the said recited Acts, or any of 
them, and which shall remain in pai% or in the whole, to be raised or levied 
or accounted for at tlie time of the passing of this Act ; all which sum or 
sums of money shall be raised, levied, paid or accounted for, in manner 
prescribed by the said recited Acts or by this Act, and subject to the rules 
regulations and provisions in the said Acts and this Act contained ; and also 
save and except such parts of the said recited Acts, whereon the provisions 
of any other Acts may depend at the time of passing of this Act. 
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AND whereas it is exp^ient to provide for the regular and deliberate 
investigation of the necessity and propriety of all public roads buildings and 
works, whioh may be proposed to be executed mider the Preseuttneiu of the 
several Grand Juries in Ireland, and also in all other cases in which such 
Grand Juries are empowered by law to make Presentments, under and by 
virtue of sundry Acts of Parliament ; BE it therefore Enacted, That it 
shall and may be lawful for every Magistrate of every county, county of a 
city, and county of a town in Ireland, within their respective jurisdictions, 
who shall be seised and possessed of a freehold estate of the annual value 
of at least, or who shall be heir apparent to any 

person seised or possessed of freehold estates of double such amount, to 
alembic, and such Magistrates arc hereby required to assemble, in the 
Court Houses and other usual places of holding the Se.ssions, in each and 
every county, county of a city, or county of a town, at the Quarter Sessions of 
the Peace holden and to be holden in the month of in each and 

every year ; and such Magistrates so assembled shall adjourn such Sessions, for 
the purposes of this Act, from place to place, within every county of Ireland, 
until such Sessions shall have been holden at all the several Court Houses 
and other usual places of holding such Sessions in each and every district 
within each county, under the provisions of an Act made in the Parliament 
of Ireland, in the Thirty-sixth year of His present Majesty’s Reign, intituled, 
“ An Act for the better and more convenient Administration of Justice’ 
“ and for the Recovery of Small Debts in a summary way. at the Sessions 
“ of the Peace of the several Counties at large within this Kingdom, except 
“ the County of Dublin ; and for continuing and amending an Act, intituled, 
“ An Act tor the better execution of the Law and Preservation of the 
“ Peace within Counties at large:” And such Magistrates shall have 
power to adjourn from day to day only (except from Saturday to Monday) 
and from place to place, until such Stssions shall be completed in every 
district of every county at large, and in every county of a city and county 
of a town in Ireland ; and shall, at every such Sessions and adjournment 
thereof, proceed to take into considei ation all proposals for the making or 
repairing of roads, or for the executing of any public works, belonging to 
the county of a city, county of a town or district, in which such Magfstrates 
are so assembled ; and also shall proceed to swear the several persons 
concerned to the truth of such affidavits, as shall be produced to such 
Magistrates, with reference to every such proposal, according to the direction 
of this Act: Provided always, That such Magistrate shall preside as 
Chainnan at every such meeting as shall be chosen by the majority of tlie 

Magistrates 
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MaRislL-ates there present: Provided also, That in case there shall be 
resident within any county any one or more person or persons as accrediteci , 
agent or agents of any absentee pi-o}>rietor,. whose estate m such county 

shall amount to the annual value of at least every of 

such agent or agents, being Magistrates, shall be taken and deemed to be 
qualified witbin the meaning of this Act, although such person or persons qoaiiiittd »> 
may not be possessed of a freehold estate of the value required by this Act. 
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And be it further Enacted, That Notices in writing of all proposals for 
the laying out, forming, making or repairing of roads, or for building or 
repairing of court houses, sessions houses, bridges or walls, or for executing 
any other public works, intended to be submitted to the Magistrates at such 
Sessions, shall be posted on the door of the parish church, where there_ is 
any such church in repair, and also on the door of the cnapel of the parish 
to which such Presentment relates, upon the Sunday week immediately 
previous to the first day of holding of such Sessions; and a copy ot every 
such notice shall be given and delivered to the clergyrnan respective y 
performing divine service, at such place of public worship, immediately 
before the commericement of the first divine service on the day when sucti 
notices shall be posted as aforesaid. 

8 And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for the Grand Jury 
of any county, county of a city or county of a town, to present any 
money for the'making or repairing of any such roads, or for the building or 
repairing of court houses, or sessions houses, bridges, walls or other public 
works, save and except at the Spring Assizes in each and every year. 

And be it further Enacted, That every proposal for e.xecuting any such 
public work as aforesaid, or any other public work, shall be made upon an 
itimate, vouched by a grounding Affidavit, by the several persons m man- 
ner hereinafter mentioned and required by this Act; and as nearly as may 
be in the several forms (in the cases where such forms are prescribed) in the 
Schedule to this Act annexed, mentioned, specified and directed ; and the 
form of every such affidavit, together with the several forms of Estimate, 
Specification, Certificate and Presentment thereunto annexed, shall be 
printed with blanks, in the manner set forth in the said Schedule, and such 
blanks alone shall be filled up in writing; and every such Estimate, Affida- 
vit Specification and Certificate, shall be lodged witli the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury days at the least previous to the first day of the 

Quarter Sessions of the Peace, to be holden in the month of in 

each and every year ; and every such Secretary shall immediately upon the 
receipt of such grounding affidavits, arrange the same to the best of his skill 
and knowledge, according to the several disti-icts in which they shall be to 
be taken into consideration ; and shall number all such affidavits, and 
shall make abstracts of the contents of the same in separate Schedules, ac- 
„ cording to the number of districts, (that is to say, one schedule ot the 
abstracts of all such affidavits for each district) with a separate schedule for 
all such Presentments as are liable to be presented, to be levied either on the 
county or barony, at the discretion of the respective Grand Juries; and 
every abstract in every such schedule shall be marked with a number, cor- 
responding w'ith the numbers endorsed upon the several affidavits and 
estimates and in such manner as that all the proposed repairs on any line 
of road in any district, shall be placed in regular order one after the 
otlicr.
